Bishop Dwenger in 1889 purchased 
four lots on Fairfield Avenue, on 
which was the residence of Mr, Peter 
Owen, The residence was converted 
into four school rooms, and in Septem- 
ber the children were transferred to 
the new quarters. 

The Bishop, realizing that the time 
had come for the establishment of a 
néw parish to provide for the spiritual 
wants of the people living on the 
pouth side, called them to meet in 
Labrary Halil on the first Sunday in 
October, 1889. After the Bishop had 
informed them of the purpose of the 
meeting and of his hearty co-oper- 
ation in their undertaking to build a 
church, he announced the appoint- 
ment of Rev. Thomas M. O'Leary as 
their first pastor. The appointment 
met with hearty approval, as Father 
O'Leary was favorably known, having 
labored zealously among them for five 


years. 

Father O'Leary began at once to 
megotiate, through Mr. George P. 
Gordon, for the purchase of property 
on DeWald Street. But in the Prov-
